LEASING PUBLIC LANDS. 
A BILL BY REPRESENTATIVE BELFORD. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—Representative 
Beiford, of Colorado, wili introduce in the House 
tomorrow a bill to provide for the leasing of 
certain public lands in the State of Colorado in 
tracts not exceeding 5,000 acres to any one par- 
ty. and for a period not exceeding ten years. 
Judge Beifard bas given this subject careful at- 
tention and close study, and bia bill is intended 
to secure two objects: First, to prevent furtner 
donations of the public lands to corporations; 
and, second, the encouragement and protection 
of the business of ruising cattle and sheep. 
There are many million acres of public land in 
Colorado and other Western States that are 80 
far removed from natural water courses as to be 

USELESS FOR AGRICULTURAL PURPOSES 
unless a system of irrigation can be devised that 
will enable settiers to profitably cultivate them. 
These arid lands are practically of no avail un- 
der the Homestead laws, because no person nor 
combination of persons could command suf- 
ficient capital to pre@émpt and cultivate them 
under thuse laws, and this fact has Leen recog- 
nized by several Commissioners of the Land- 
Office in discussing this question ia their annual 
reports.” Judge Belford’s bill materially differs 
from the 
ago. That act enabled parties to 
title to the lands without expense, whereas 
Judge Belford’s bill retains title in the United 
States, and provides simply [for 
LEASING THE LANDS 
at a rental equal to about 4 per cent on the 
value placed by the Government on its best ag- 
riculturai lands. The passage of the bill, it is 
believed, would encourage capitalists to invest 
large sums of money in raising cattle and sheep, 
because it would give them full protection fora 
period of five years, and thus justify them in 
making expenditures for fencing in the tracts 
leased and for the procurement of water by ir- 
rigation or by sinking artesian wells. At pres- 
ent noone feels justitied in making expendi- 
tures for these purposes, because under exist- 
ing laws 
NO RIGHT TO OCCUPY THE LANDS 

can be acquired. The agricultural lands lying 
along and contiguous to water-courses have 
been mostly taken up, or soon will be, by set- 
tiers, and berders are forced to establish ranges 
for their cattle on the arid lands, for the leas- 
ing of which Judge Belford's bill provides. Some 
such measure as this, therefore, will soon be- 

a pressing necessity unless the entire

That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby 
authorized to lease to any citizens of the United 
States a tract of land not exceeding 5,000 acres 
in extent within the desert or arid region of the 
public domain located in the State of Colorado, 
for a period of not more than ten yeurs, at a 
yearly rental of four cents per acre, payabie 
quarterly in advance to the Treasurer of the 
United States, under such reguiations as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary 
Interior. No person shall de 
to lease more than one tract of 
under this act, and, in case any lessee fails to 
pay the rental as herein prescribed, Sec- 
retary of the Interior is hereby authorized to 
enter upon and take possession of the lauds of 
the delinquent lessee, together with such im- 
provements as may be thereon, and to dispose

Re- 
ligion,”’ that the Gospel accordi to Luke ap- 
peared 130 A. D.; that of Mark, 175 A. D.; that 
of John, 178 A. D.,; and that of Matthew, 1 
A. D.; and others have insisted that the like- 
nesses themselves are open to serious criti- 
cism, as they lack unity and identity of 
spiritual physiognomy, and, consequently, sug- 
gest that their autbors are more indebted to 
their imagination for the image they embod 
than to actual, historicai personage. But, thoug 
these objections are vehemently urged, and with 
great parade of scholarship, by infidel writers 
and lecturers, 1 do not think them sufficiently 
weighty. resting, as they do, on the siimest of 
foundations, to occasion Christian people anxi- 
ety or alarm; nor would I have referred to them 
in this connection were it not that their consid- 
eration is necessarily involved ia any fair dis- 
cussion of the sources from whence we derive 
bie inform coneernifia Christ.

origin. The evidence On this point is quite de- 
cisive; and the inferenee from it is that the 
writings must have been comparatively well 
autnenticated for them to have been employed 
as authorities; and, as they were so ap- 
pealed to in the eariier portion of tne 
second century., they must certainiy have 
appeared in latter pert of the tirst. 
Personally. 1 believe with Hitzig, that Mark 
wrote 55-67 A. D.; with Hertwig, that Matthew 
wrote before the siege of deru „bout 60 A. 
D.: with Godet, that Luke Wrote not far frum 
the same ye se six or ten years later: 
and, as it is admitted that Jolin died — the 
year 100 A. D., I concuf with bing 
his Gospel to an earlier date. From these tizutes

In the progreas of civilizacion the supreme au- 
thority in Great Britain has been taken, as you 
know, from the King, who bad the power of the 
sword, ana lodged with the House of Commons.

We boust that England and America are Curis- 
tian lands, and so they are, toa degree; but 
John Ruskin writes of the former that the 
money “sacrificed in domestic vanities would, 
if cotlectively otfered and wisely oupenses. build 
a marble church ior every town in Engiand.”’ 
And the census reports to us that in America 
three bundred times as much is lavished on 
alcohol as is spent in foreign missions, and that 
the dugs of this country cost more than its min- 


isters! 

O the folly of men in the use of that which 
they are sure to lose forever! Even a beathen, 
Mark Antony said over his bruken picture, 
“I bave lost all except what I have given 
away. Archbishop Fénélon said that the B — 
lic benefactor lives after death, having riches 
on @arth as wellasin Heaven.

Do you realize, my dear peopie, that this moru- 
ing I am undertaking to piead for the whole 
worid, for your gift, each Sabbath day, as Dr 
Mitchell said to you, “touches the preaching of 
the Gospel at over 3,500 different points in our 
own land and at more than 1,000 piaces in for- 
eign lands It is a «rand position, that of an 
advocate, Who at a court of justice stands to 
pleud for the lite of afellow-man. But I plead 
with you for nearly a thousand millions of men, 
without a saving knowledge of God: men who 
love and suffer and are tempted with evil, and 
yet are capable of rising from the lowest depths 
of even African barbarism to the 
spiritual altitude of archangels; littie 
children, as dear to mothers’ hearts 
and to the hbeart of Jesus as our own own; 
women whose lives are doomed to tragic wo or 
prolonged degradation. | am not worthy to 
plead in such a cause as this, but! should be 
more unworthy if I beld my peace. May my 
right band forget her cunning,and may my 
tongue cleave to the roof of my mouth when 1 
bave no word to speak in behalf uf the busy 
multitudes who throng the ancient fields of 
China and are crowd into the floating buts 
along bershores; when I bave no word to speak 
for the children of our Father who live, and 
soon shall die, on the sultry, populous plains of 
India; for the new-risen ——_ grasping at the 
material powers of civilization in the sunny 
islands of Japan; and when from a heart not 
wholly insensible to buman suffering and to 
Christian heroism I do not plead for the dusky 
miilions for whom Livingstone lived, and in the 
midst of whose measureiless age, long and aw- 
ful wo he died upon bis knees, binding hence- 
forth aud indissolubly the beart of the Christian 
Church to the bieeding and burning] heart of 
Africa. O the pity of it! O the shame ot it, that 
men and women, our brothers and sisters in 
Him, whose biood fleuwed in Caivary, should be 
going down to hopeless graves because we bave 
made so few sacritices to send them the Gospel. 

What we do must be done quickly. The worid 
passeth away and the lust of the flesh, and the 
lust of the eyes and the pride of life. We shail 
soon stand before Him who, thougt he was rich, 
yet for our sakes became poor. and to him we must 
give an account. Have we the mind of Christ? 
Are we making the world an idol, or a stepping- 
stone to immortality? God has been very good 
tous. I beseech you, therefore. by the me-ccies 
of God, that ye present yourselves a living sac- 
rice, holy, acceptable to God, which is your 
reasonabie service.

The Proposed New Piatform for the 
Advanced Socialist. 

The Chicago Socialisis held a consolidated 
meeting yesterday afternoon at 54 West Lake 
street, the object being the discussion of an 
anti- monopoly protocol, which is awaiting the 
signatures of 500.000 radicalists before it is car- 
ried into effect. A resolution was first passed 
requesting the Central Committee to take act- 
ive measures toward bringing about harmoni- 
ous political sentiment among the various So- 
cialists of this city. That this is the only for- 
midable action which is possible to the Socialis- 
ticelement in Chicago as it now exists seemed 
to be well appreciated by the geutlemen who 
advocated it. It had been announced that the 
annual election of officers would take place, but 
after some dispute it was decided that the En- 
giish section should merge itself with the main 
section, under the superintendence of the offi- 
coors of the Executive Committee. 

The debate, which rested chiefly between 
Messrs. James K. Magy and George M. Sioan, 
then ran on the merits and demerits of the 
aforementioned protocol.“ which called for a 
convention of two delegates from every Con- 
gressional district in the Union, to be chosen by 
the citizens of each district who affirm as fol- 
lows, that the two ruling parties in politics hav- 
img lived beyond their period of usefulness 
should be abolished, in the interest of the peo- 
pie demanding the following:

The 
trial continued until Jan. 13, 1863, the court- 
martial being more than forty days in actual 
session. ‘The accused was found guilty on 


| both charges He was sentencea to be 


‘“‘eashiered and forever disqualified from 
holding any office of trust or protit under the 
United States.“ 

The court-martial was composed of nine 
general officers. The lowest in rank was a 
Brigadier-General of Volunteers. Six were 
graduates of West Point, The President of 
the court, Gen. Hunter, was, at the beginning 
of the trial, strongly prejudiced in favor of 
the accused by reason of persona! friendship, 
amd begged to be excused from serving on 
that account. Among the others were Gen. 
Garfield, late President of the United States, 
Gen. Ricketts, who commanded a division in 
the battle of Manassas, Gen. Prentiss, Gen- 
Rufus King, and Gen. Buford. ‘The finding 
of the court, it was commonly understood at 
the time and has pever since been denied, was 
unanimous. The case was ably reviewed by 
Judge-Advocate-General Holt, who attended 
the trial throughout, aic represented the 
Government as a legui adviser, and the sen- 
tence was approved by President Lincoln 
Jan. 21, 1868. The accused was detended by 
the Hon. Reverdy Johnson, and had the as- 
sistance in the preparation of his defense of 
the Hon. Montgomery Blair. It cannot truth- 
fully be said that his interests suffered during 
the trial for the want of able and learned 
counsel. 

The court-martial which conducted the 
trial was in eharacter and rank the most im- 
posing body of the kind that ever sat in this 
country, with the sole exception of the court 
that tried and condemned Maj. André, of the 
Engiish army. The proceedings were digni- 
fied and orderly, and were marked by no en- 
idences of haste or prejudice or rancor on 
the part of the prosecution. The tial and 
the finding were felt on all sides to De a pain- 
ful public duty; and the conviction of Porter 
and his severe sentence were reluctantly ar- 
rived at out of a stern sense of what was duc 
to the good of the service. When once the 


verdict was rendered and confirmed, there | 


was no appeal; and no precedent fer grant 
ing a rehearing. The accused did, however, 
petition every succeeding President from 
Lincoln to Hayes fora reepening of hiscase; 
and the last-named in 1875 authorized a 
Board of Review “to enable him to act ad- 
visediy on the application for relief.” 

it is perfectly established by the official 
order that the original application of Payter 
to Hayes was for a pardon trom that part of 


the sentence which forever disqualified him 


from holding an office of trust or profit un- 
der the United States.” Porter pleaded that 
his sentence was “acontinuing sentence.“ 
But the only part of it that could be so con- 
strued was that which “disqualified him 
from holding office.” President Hayes evi- 
dently teok this view of the case. In the or- 
der appointing a board to review the case the 
t assigned this reason for it: in 
order that the President may be fully in- 
formed of the facts of the case of Fitz John 
Porter, and be enabled to act advisedly upon 
his application for relief,” ete. ‘The only 
“ application for relief that could properly 
be addressed to the President was an appli- 
cation for parden. He had no power to re- 
store Porter to his rank or toaward him 
back pay. The Board of Review, in ree- 
onimendmg such restoration to rank 
and allowance of back pay, clearly 
exceeded its instructions, and showed 
more geal than discretion. The board re- 
ported to the President, but recommended 
action by Congress. ‘The only proper course 
for it under the circumstances was to recom- 
mend pardon by the President, and refer the 
petitioner to Congress for further relief, if 
any should be found appropriate. It was an 
impertinence for this cr-parte board (for 
such it was) to exceed its instructions, and 
as a representative of the Executive Depart- 
ment inquire into facts as a basis for legis- 
lative action, which Congress could more 
surely and judicially ascertain for itself. 

The Board of Review was in everything 
but name cr-parte. It was composed of but 
three officers, all West-Pointers. Its sittings 
were at West Point. The President of it 
was the then Commandant at West Point, 
Maj.-Gen. Schofield, whose ideas of law aud 
justice were clearly shown in his preliminary 
examination of the cadet Whittaker, and 
whose nice sense of honor did not forbid him 
to despoil the grave of his dead commander, 
Thomas, of ths laurels.a grateful Nation had 
placed upon it. The other members of the 
board were Brig.-Gen. Alfred H. Terry and 
Col. George W. Getty, U. S. A. There was 
not a lawyer among them, and none of them 
had even a rudimentary knowledge of the 
rules of evidence. They heard testimony 
concerning Porter’s conduct days before and 
the day after the alleged acts of disobedience, 
when the cireumstances were entirely 
changed. They permitted witnesses for the 
petitioner to indulge in inferences, state 
opinions not based on personal knowledge, 
and to censure the motives of their superior 
oflicers. 

This Board of Review had no power to 
compel the attendance of witnesses, or to 
administer oaths, or to punish false swear- 
ing. It could allow the actual traveling ex- 
penses of witnesses, but nothing for any 
other purpose. Officers of the army were 
allowed mileage. As many of Porter’s wit- 
nesses were officers in his old corps and still 
in the army their attendance could easily be 
procured. But it was impossible to secure 
the attendance ot witnesses for the Govern- 
ment, who had no personal reason to be in- 
terested in the review, and unless compelled, 
as they could not be, would not make long 
journeys to testify against Porter. Many of 
them doubtless were quite willing that he 
should be pardoned and relieved of the con- 
tinuing part of his sentence. At that time 
nobody contemplated his restoration to the 
army or his monstrous elaim for $69,000 un- 
earned back pay, to be paid out of the Na-

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How tar Gen.“ Porter and Mr. Maltby, 
his counsel,” may have caached the witness 
and refreshed his memory ov this occasion 
does not certainly appear. But he was an 
excelleut witness. : 

In addition to the three eminent coun- 
selors, Porter himself was in constant at- 
tendance. He had been collecting material 
to cover up bis guilt for sixteen years. Every 
detail was familiar to him. Every line of 
attack was anticipated and provided for. He 
had prepared for the rebuttal of any damag- 
ing allegation, and had carefully collected 
witnesses, not under oath, to impeach the 
veracity of sworn witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion before the court-martial sixteen years 
before, when the facts were all fresh. 

The social influences which Porter has 
brought to bear in bis case are of quite as 
formidable a character. He is a West-Pointer, 
and West Point has apparently resolved to 
remove from the history of the academy the 
stain of Porter’s dishonor. One of the cheer- 
ful witnesses for the petitioner, and a most 
useful one, committed himself thus (Vol. I. 
135)": 

—You area unte of this institution? A. 
lthank God that I am a graduate of 
West Point. 

Nearly every officer and ex-officer was 
asked this question, and almost al! of Porter’s 
witnesses were able to respond in the aflirm- 
ative. Besides being a West-Pointer, Porter 
belongs to an old and aristrocratie New Jersey 
family, and an inconceivable amount of win- 
ing and dining has been done in his behalf, 
the influence of which clearly appears in 
Gen. Grant’s sudden ehange of front. With- 
out some extraordinary pressure beimg 
brought to bear upon him, it is not probable 
that Gen. Grant should have spontaneously 
devoted “three days to a case which he 
refused to touch or have touched by anybody 
during the eight years he was President, 
though the same evidence was then before 
him. (See Porter’s Appeal to President 
Grunt,“ Jane 10, 1869.) 

We invite the unprejudiced reader to 
com pare the realiy formidable resources of 
the petitioner in this review with the ridic- 
ulously inadequate presentation of the Gov- 
ernment’s case. The three eminent lawyers 
and the accused, having their witnesses well 
coached beforehand and thorough knowl- 
edge of all the circuinstances, were confront- 
ed by one solitary prosecutor, Maj. Asa Bird 
Gardner, the Recorder. Acting as counsel 
for the Government, Gardner closed his open- 
ing address with the confession that his sym- 
pathies ere strongly with the petitioner. 
lie said: 


The task imposed upon me by the rulings of 
the board is and bas been far from agreeable. My 
sympathics have leaned considerably towards te 
tit ner. but I have endeavored to perform my 
duty itrrespective of personal considerations, 
and have striven to state the case for the Gov- 
ernment as I understand tt, and as I expect to 
beable to prove it. 1 think in some quarters 
my position bas been misunderstoud, and, as Uu 
duty imposed upon e A been a source of regret, 
I shall look with satisfaction to the time when I 
can say that on you, not me, rests further re- 
sponsibility in this case. 


This was not, it must be admitted, a zeal- 
ous opening of the case against Porter. The 


| fact is, it was commonly understood at the 
' time that Porter’s application was solely for 


a pardon fromthe “continuing part of his 
sentence; and few persons cared to press 
the case against one who had been so se- 
verely punished for sixteen years, and was 
then a private citizen. 

Maj. Gardner, who was the sole repre 
sentative of the Government before this 
Board of Review, further said: 

i presume the board is aware that 1 knew noth- 
tig of this case until after the petitioner had made 
his opentug argument. 

So the case against Porter was confided to 
a lukewarm prosecutor, representing the 
Government pro forma, who “knew noth- 
ing” of the merits, or the testimony, or the 
field of battle, or any of the cireumstances, 
while the petitioner was represented by 
three able lawyers of great reputation, an 
all persona! friends, who were liberally paid 
for their services, and had a case that had 
been in course of careful preparation for 
sixteen years. Isit not clear that the case 
against Porter was allowed to go by default. 
it was a clear case of give away? 

It is true that Gardner, before he got 
through. apparently became convinced that 
Porter was guilty, and in his closing argu- 
ment summed up the evidence against him 
in a most damaging way. But it is evident 
from the packed composition of the court 
and the odds in favor of Porter throughout 
that the Board of Review was ex parte. 

In saying this we need take no account of 
the vast accumulation of negative evidence 
in favor of the accused owing to the death of 
material witnesses Avh® appeared on the 
trial, the obliteratlon of many features of 
the old battlefield, and the failures of mem- 
ory pro and con caused by the lapse of six- 
teen years. It is no wonder that Porter was 
able to get afavorable report from a board 
organized to whitewash. But it would be a 
parody upon all the forms of law and jastice 
if Congress, upon the finding of this one- 
sided, unsworn commission, based upon un- 
sworn testimony sixteen years after the fact, 
should, without further inquiry, reverse the 
sentence of a general court-martial based 
upon sworn evidence and passed after the 
most patient and solemn investigation of the 
facts close to the time of their occurrence.

Mn. Speaker Keirrer has involved him- 
self, the House of Representatives, the Re- 
publican party, and the business of Con- 
gress in sad confusion, and all by the folly 
of bargaining away what did not belong to 
him in order to.be elected Speaker. He now 
proposes to remedy the mischief by commit- 
ting another wrong. He bargained and 
traded the Chairmanships and other places 
on ali the committees of the House in order 
to get votes enough to carry the caucus. He 
then made his appointments, he paid all his 
debis, and woke up to discover that the con- 
tract system, however successful in making 
him Speaker, had disgusted the country, 
had largely given the business of legislation 
over to incompetent and inexperienced 
hands, and had deprived the House 
of the services of the most accom- 
plished and most meritorious Repub- 
licars of the country. This was the 
result of Speaker Keifer’s trade. He now 
proposes to remedy this state of things by 
committing another blunder. He proposes 
to increase the important committoes by the 
appointment of additional members. He 
proposes to placate the discoutented by hiak- 
ing fifty-seven new places, and by making 
fifty-seven appointments whieh he should 
have made originally. This remedy is very 
questionable, because it is calculated to em- 
barrass and deiay the businéss of the House. 
Of what benefit is it to make the committees 
80 large and so cumbersome that, instead of 
being organizations te mature and consider 
bills, they will become large debating clubs, 
where it will take as long to take action on a 
bill as it onglit to take te consider the sare 
bill in the House? Think of a Comittee on 
Agricultare with eig!steen members! and a

but when the management and 
control of the legislation af the Nation is 
hawked away for votes for Speaker the pro- 
ceeding becomes a public scandal. The at- 
tempt to patch up the quarrel by creating 
new places is a weak invention. and it is to 
be hoped the Honse will reject it. It is a 
bad measure in itself, and a bad prece- 
dent. The House should resent the conduct 
ot the Speaker in such a way as will be a 
vindication of the integrity and power of the 
House, and at the same time be a warning to 
future aspirants to the Speakership. Let the 
committees stand as they are, unless some of 
the members resign, and let the well-in- 
formed, experienced, and intelligent mem- 
bers of the House take charge of the busi- 
ness as it comes before the House, The 
Speaker’s partners will not compete when 
actual work is to be done; they will gladly 
permit those snubbed and excluded by Speak- 
er Keifer to take the lead and control busi- 
ness in the House. Let this moral rebuke be 
so decided and evident that the next Speaker 
will take care to avoid the Keifer policy of 
reaching the office.

EUROPEAN DISTURBAN 

The recurrence in cycles of greaGepidem- 
ics, crimes, and disasters has been often no- 
ticed and commented upon by social philoso- 
phers, dut it is no less true that there are 
periods when one political complication is 
followed by another, until a large part of the 
world is involved in a seething, turbulent 
mass of politicai disturbance, threatening 
serious consequences, A wave of this sort 
is just now sweeping over Europe. 

The Anglo-French note to the Khedive 
agreeing to protect him from internal disor- 
ders is a prominent phase in these disturb- 
ances. It had hardly been delivered be- 
fore trouble broke out between the Egyp- 
tian Chambers and the European Con- 
trollers General, who have the admin- 
istration of the revenue in the inter- 
ests of the French and English bond- 
holders. The army officers entered their pro- 
test against the note. The Porte has ad- 
dressed a note to the Powers against it. 
Germany and Austria regard it with some- 
thing like disapproval, because it was sent 
without consulting them, and now Italy has 
complained to England that she is excluded 
froin the agreement and that her interests in 
Egypt are left uneared for. Outside of 
France and England there is general disfavor 
expressed. 

In France, Gambetta has brought things to 
a crisis by the introduction of his bill for the 
revision of the Constitutior, which has been 
once defeated by the Senate. M. Gambetta 
now proposes to reorganize the Senate by 
throwing the election of life Senators into 
both branches, and by authorizing the com- 
munes to elect Delegates instead of Senators, 
and to inscribe the principles of the scrutia 
de liste in the Constitution. By these 
changes In the Electoral laws he would near- 
ly approach universal suffrage, and, as he 
contends, would secure sincerity in voting 
and independence of action to those elected. 
As he has declared he will resign if his 
billis not accepted, striggle will be 
watched with great interest. 

In Germany, excitement still continues 
over the rescript of the Emperor announcing 
his independence of the Ministry, but as the 
opportunity for opposition has not yet ar- 
rived, the Liberals are quiet. A more excit- 
ing feat@ve, however, of German politics is 
the Windthorsi bill repealing the act under 
which no priest can officiate save upon the 
specific permission pf the Government. It 
» hus already passed to a second reading by a 
vote of 25 to 115, and the friends of the 
measure, in and out of Germany, are jubilant 
over what they regard as a final abandon- 
ment ot the restrictive laws on the Catholics 
and the prospect of the reéstablishment of 
the Pope’s territorial sovereignty. How far 
this will be accomplished remains to be seen 
when the Government takes action, as the 
bill was introduced without its consent. But 
as the Government cannot carry any of its 
measures without the Ultramontane vote, 
except through the application of the prin- 
ciples enunciaf@d in the rescript, it is very 
likely that the Windthorst bill will become a 
law. | 

Meanwhile little Holland has been thrown 
into a fever of excitement by the action of 
Germany in sending a new Ambassador with 
instructions to carry out ber demands rela- 
tive to the navigation of the Rhine and fish- 
ing interests, which is regarded as only a 
pretext for forcing Liolland into war and seiz- 
ing her territory, which Germany has long 
coveted as a more convenient outlet to the 
sea. Outofallor some of these combina- 
tions and complications trouble may yet arise 
that will seriously disturb the whole Conti- 
nent.

THE SHAME OF THE GUITEAU TATA. 

A correspondent of Tur Trinune called 
attention on Saturday to the fact that Gui- 
teau is permitted, without challenge or re- 
buke, day after day, to declare to the jury 
that public sentiment is pronounced in favor 
of his acquittal. The point is well taken. 
That ne is allowed thus to lie like a fiend, 
without contradiction, is a disgrace to Judge 
Cox’s court and an insult to the American 
people. 

Every day the assasin opens a big batch of 
letters in the presence of the jury, and smil- 
ingly announces that the revolution in publie 
sentiment in his favor goes steadily on. Of 
course the assertion is utterly false. The pre- 
tense that there is evidence of such revolu- 
tion in Guiteau’s letters is a lie coined out of 
whole cloth. The letters are mostly taunts, 
expressions of the hope that the prisoner wil! 
soon be hanged, showing so far as they show 
anything hate and detestation of the wretch 
tu whom they are addressed. But he reads 
them with an assumed smile, and follows the 
reading with te monstrous lie, varied in 
every possible form, that the public pities and 
sympathizes with him and demands his ac- 
quittal. And the lie goes ifcontradicted. 
Guitean is even allowed to say that the Pres- 
dent of the United States don’t want him 
convicted, and there is no man in court to 
protect Gen. Arthur from the slanderous 
tongue of the foul-mouthed villain. 

The correspOndent already alluded to 
makes the point that the jurors know noth- 
ing of public sentiment except what they 
hear from Guitegu. The newspapers are 
excluded from the jury-room, and how are 
jurors to know that public sentiment has not 
changed, as Guiteau constantly asserts it 
has, If no man disputes the lying statements? 
Judge Cox even went so far as to say in re- 
sponse to one of Guiteau's numerous asser- 
tions about the change in public sentiment 
that public sentiment had nothing to do with 
the case. True. But such a statement under 
such circumstances tended to confirm Gal- 
teuu's statement. And tnis is monstrous, 
that jurors should be led to infer, from a 
speech from the bench, that publie sentiment 
is in favor of the acquittal of the as 
sasin! Because it involves the assumption 
that the jury of the country—outside the 
court-rooui—has made up its mind that Gal- 
teau is insane; and this is absolutely false. 
Of the millions of people who have read the 
weports of the trial not one man in a thoa- 
sand believes that Guiteau is insane. We 
subimit that the Judge has no right, moral or 
legal, to allow the jury to gain the impres- 


sion that Guiteau tells the truth in regard to 
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nothing to do with the case it is a monstrous 
outrage that the jury should be led to believe 
a lie in regard to public sentiment. If pub- 
-lic sentiment has 

case it is shameful to the last degree for Gui- 
teau to be allowed to din into the ears of 
jurors the false assertion that it is decidedly 
in his favor. 

Everything about the defense of Guiteau 
is imp very essence of audacity. 
Reed’s picture, in his speech to the jury, of 
the eternal disgrace ” which is to fall upon 
“this fair land” in the event of Guiteau’s 
exec ution is a bit of maudlin sentimentality 
unworthy of a respectable lawyer. To de- 
clare that the hangm of the fiendish wretch 
would be “an infamy beyond description,” 
as Mr. Reed did, is to hold the life of one of 
the greatest and best men of history very 
cheap and the life of one of the world’s most 
abandoned criminals very dear. To declare 
that the of Guiteau would be “ an in- 
delibie stain on American jurisprudence and 
American juries,” as Reed did, is to insult 
American jurisprudence and American 
juries. But itis an attempt to intimidate 
the jury in the case on trial. Guiteau 
thunders constantly into the ear of that jury 
the assertion that the American people de- 
mand his acquittal, and Reed threatens the 
jury with disgrace if it shall dare to bring in 
a verdict of guilty. 

Nothing can remove the stain of the Gul- 
teau trial except Guiteau dangling at the 
end of the hangman’s rope.

POLYGAMY —DEMOCRACY. 

There was a time, not long ago, when 
slavery and polygamy were wont to be re- 
ferred to as “twin relics of barbarism.” 
Slavery is dead, but polygamy, it seems, 
must have a yokefellow, and how could it 
be better mated than with Democracy—that 
kind of Democracy which learns nothing 
and forgets nothing? But the polygamists 
should reflect whether they can afford the 
union proposed by the Democratic party. 
That party is a sort of upas-tree which 
spreads a deadly malaria throughout the 
radius of its malign influence, 

The pathway traced by the Democratic 
party in its hunt for the last diteh is strewn 
with the wrecks of measures and systems of 
administration upon which it has lavished 
its poisonous affection. The embraces of the 
Democratic party are like those of the bear— 
hearty but fatal. As over the entrance to 
his Hell Dante inscribed this awful warn- 
ing. All hope abandon, ye who enter here,” 
so history writes over the portals of the 
temple of modern American Democracy, 
* Alliances with this political hariot are signs 
of impending ruin.” 

Slavery was intrenched behind the Con- 
stitution and might long have defied the 
Abolitionists. But, recklesly throwing itself 
into the arms of the Democratic party, it 
quickly perished. 

The Democratic party coaxed the Southern 
people into a “solid” allegiance with it 
after the peace of Appomattox, and for hfteen 
years allenterprises at the South languished, 
decayed, and died, while the solid Republican 
North prospered. But at the firstsign of re- 
volt in Virginia the sound of reviving indus- 
try is heard throughout the length and 
breadth of the late Confederacy. 

The Democratic party took Greeley, and 
Trumbull, and Doolittle, anda hostof Re- 
publican malcontents to its bosom, breathed 
upon them, and they are politically dead and 
lung since buried out of sight. 

Uncle Sammy Tilden took his State reform 
measures into the Democratic camp, deelar-

But there is no objection to an alliance 
between the Democratic party and the po- 
Iygamists, at least on the part of those who 
want to see the abomination of Mormonism 
wiped from the face of the earth. The 
alliance was to be expected in the natural 
order of events. The struggle with the 
monster of polygamy bas been long, but 
rather languid than arduous. The abuse 
still flourishes in an “oasis in the desert“ 
situated in the heart of the continent. Its 
isolation has thus far protected it from the 
sturdy blows of the reformer. But ¢iviliza- 
tion approaches it on every side. In the 
stronger light cast upon it its hideousness is 
more clearly revealed. Its increasing promi- 
nence renflers the affront of its continued 
existence the more palpable, the more shame- 
ful. It travesties law, insults decency, 
menaces public virtue. At this point the 
House of Representatives feels keenly the 
disgrace of association with a poiygamist 
Delegate sitting in its Hall. A Republican 
member moves a resolution against the ad- 
mission of polygamists as Delegates, and asks 
its consideration as a privileged question on 
the ground that the Houseis in bad odor with 
the public because of its seating individuals 
living in the practice of that crime. And the 
Democrats voted that it should not be con- 
sidered. Another Republican member pre- 
sented a bill embodying the same provisions, 
which required unanimous consent for con- 
sideration, and a Democratic leader—S pring- 
er, of Lllinois—jumped promptly to his feet 
with “ I object!” 

At last, then, there is an issue between the 
two great parties of the country represented 
in the Lower House of Congress, and strange- 
ly enough it is on the subject of polygamy. 
The Democratic party takes the hoary old 
abuse to its bosom, hugs it, and hotly “ ob- 
jects’ to its being disturbed. Springer might 
well have repeated ot polygamy what Doug- 
las said of slaveryin the Territories: 1 
don’t care whether it is voted up or down.” 
But the alliance between Democracy and po- 
lygamy is to be rejoiced at rather than de- 
plored. The alliance seals the doom of po- 
lvgamy. The union of the two renders each 
of the contracting parties more hideous; and 
there-is poetic justice in the fact that polyga- 
my is destined to meet its death in the arms 
of the political party monster in whose foul 
embraces slavery found its grave.

The Mineral Resources of Central on- 
tario. 
Special Disvatch’to The Uhicago Tribune 
BELLEVILLE, Jan. B.- A most important ar- 
rangement bas just been completed for the de- 
velopment of the wineral resources of Central 
Ontario. For many years past Mr. William Coe. 
of the Village of Madoc, has been patiently and 
persistently exploring the mineral regions of 
North Hastings, with a view to the discovery of 
the lovations of the deposits that Nature bas so 
boustifully scattered there. During these years 
he bas secured many thousands of acres located 
upon the iron range crossing several townships 
aud already a number of the largest and richest 
iron mines in the world have been dis- 
covered and satisfactorily developed 
upou the property. Several of these have 
been visited and personally examined by Prof. 
Chapman, of Toronto University, who reports 
that he found the ores to average from 66 to 68 
per cent of metallic iron, with entire freedom 
(facets corroborated by several eminent chemists 
in the United States) from titanium. Ruilway 
communicadon only is needed to developa min- 
eral industry in Centrai Ontario as great as that 
prevailing in the iron regions ou the south side 
of Lake Superior. That requirement is now to 
be supplied. The great rail-wilis of the Ceatral 
and stern States are constantly look- 
ing tor supplies of these high-grade 
ores Other than from Lake Superior. The con- 
sumption of them bas grown immensely since 
the discovery of the Bessemer process of mak- 
ing steel, and, as only a few parts of the iron- 
producing regions yield pure and rich magnetic 
ores, they ure riy sougbt out. Mr. Coe has 
soid a three-fourths interest in all of bis ** 
lands and mines to the proprietors the 
nee Edward County Ratiway, Messers. 8. J. 
Ritchie, of Akron, O., and J. B. & G. W. Me- 
Mullen. of Picton. The railway will be at once 
built northward from Trenton to tne Townships 
or Wollaston and Tudor, 
largest of mines 
Ample docks of the most 
pattern will be built at Weller’s Bay, 
Untario, where the depth of water attainable is 
from filteen to ng at feet. y have men 
now working the Wollaston Mine, one of these 
properties, and 2,000 to 3,000 tons per week will 
be taken frum it pending the compietion of the 
railway. and two or three other mines will ve 
operated on an equally large scale. Unlimited 
quantities of the ore are ed for by the Amer- 
ivan rail-mills. 
in four of these mines the veins are over 100 
feet wide, from 1,500 0 2,000 feet long, and are ele- 
vated from eignty to 180 feet above the level. 
shoving many millions of tons in actual sight. 
Mr. Ritchie. President of the railway com- 
pany, is making arrangements for the btrection 
of a Bessemer steel-rail mill at the Lake On- 
tario torminus of the road, apparently the most 
appropriate place in Canada, as these are the 
ohiy deposits of magnetic ore yet discovered 
perfectiy satisfactory in quality and ample in 
quantity for the purpose. The road and docks 
Will de completed as fast ag it is possibie to 
build them, and shipments will be begun early 
next fall. it is said to be a fact that no Lake 
Superior mines, with the possible exception of 
the Republic, at ali compare with these in ex- 
tent, and none surpass them in quality. 


Annual Report of the Montreal Corn 
Exchange. 
Special Dispatch to The Rica Tribune. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 14.—The Corn Exchange's 
annual report shows that in comparing the de- 
tails of the produce trade for 1881 with those of 
1680 the total grain and flour receipts show a 
decrease in 1881 of 14.19 per cent, and wheat 
ulone a decrease of 21.14 per cent. Greater dif- 
ferences occur in the shipments, the airgregate 
of Hour and grain showing a decrease of 31.4 
per cent, and wheat alone 27.84 per cent. The 
total business (receipts and shipments com- 
bined) shows a decrease of . Al per cent as com- 
pared with 1880. A summary statement of the 
genera! business of the port shows that the ex- 
port trade has been seriously affected. The re- 
rt deals with the question of the duties on 
readstutis as follows: ‘Ihe duties of W vents 
per barrel on flour and ö cents per barrel 
on wheat are not equitabie. The shipment of 
United States wheat in bond through Canada to 
European ports was expected to remove an ob- 
stacie to trade iu that articie, and the grinding 
in bond arrangement wus intended to give Can- 
adian millers the benetit of manufactur a 
particular kind of flour for exportation, so that 
any disadvantage thai might arise from the un- 
equal duties on wheat and four would be ob- 
viatod; but this result bas not deen at- 
tuined, for au opinion is gaining strength 
that the grinding in bond arrangement has 
been construed to mean that the bond for 
United States wheat brought into Canada may 
be cancelied by the export of ita equivalent in 
nour from Canada wheat or even by the ship- 
ment of Canada wheat. It is hardly creditabie 
that the customs authorities would permit such 
acts to the injury of tair dealers, as well as the 
loss of revenue. The committee bas no direct 
information on the subject, but enough has 
been said among produce werchants on 
Change to justify a reference to it, for so 
loose an interpretation of the bond would be 
injurious to the revenue and unjust to trade by 
giving a monopoly of a desirable kind of flour 
to the larger millers. If there are difficulties 
in the way of carrying out the law io its true in- 
tent and meaning, the best pian would probably 
be to abolish the duties on breadstuffs alto- 
gether, and thereby place the whole mercantile 
community upon an equa! footing as regards 
the import and export of breadstuffs, a condi- 
non which does not exist at present.“ The re- 
mainder of the report suwgests reciprocity with 
the United States, and urwes the further reduc- 
tion iu canal tolls and compulsory pilotage on 
coasting trace vessels. 


Exports to the United States.

Tonoxro. Jan. 15,—The returns of tne exports 
to the United States from the United States 
Cousuiate officers at Toronto, Whitby, Cobourg, 
Port Hope, and Belleville have just been made 
up. The tables contain the amount of value of 
the exportations for the quarter ending the 3ist 
of. December last. The total exports from 
Toronto for the past three months were $2,808,018, 
and for the corresponding three months in 1880 
they were $1,454,262. The increase lu the export 
of barley from this port for the past quarter is 
remarkabie, the amount being over $2,000,000, 
or nearly double the amount exported during 
the same quarter last year, while in malt the 
amount Dus been more than trebied.

The Sage Murder.

BRANTFORD, Jan. 15.—This piace is greatly ex- 
cited over the Sage murder.

Aithough Kirkpatrick 
did not say who were the murderers of Sage, bis 
story casts suspicion of the strongest kind on 
Rogers anda man named Butler, of Onondaga, 
who were playing pool with bim on the night of 
his murder. Smart. bostier for Rogers at the 
time, confirms tbis suspicion by saying that the 
last he saw of Sage was when he went up-stairs 
to the pool-room with Butler and Rogers. Ac- 
— — to Kirkpatrick, the murderers concealed 
the y 


of their victim in a closet for some 
time, and accounted for the stench by ascribing 
it to the decaying of the bodies of poisoned ruts.

Students from the Keokuk Medical Col-

The Situation Throughout the State of 
Illinois. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 15.—Eighty-two points 
of small-pox infection, all within the past few 
weeks, now disfigure the large map hanging in 
the State Board of Heaith office. The disease is 
siowly but steadily extending sovthward, follow- 
ing the main tines of railroad travel between 
Chicago and St. Louis, and along the Mississippi 
River from Jo Daviess to Alexander, nearly 
every county on the river now containing one 
or more centres of infection. At the 
majority of these places the disease 
is well under control. Vaccination or 
revaccination has been generally resorted 
te, and rigid isolation and quarantine of pa- 
tients and suspects enforced. These measures 
bave fully realized the promises of the State 
Bourd, and the detailed reports now being re- 
ceived fully demonstrate their sufficiency. Com- 
munities are again advised that wherever the 
pu@lisbed rules and regulations are complied 
with smail-pox may be either totally excluded 
or contined to the first cases. Another, making 
the ninth point of infection from students of the 
Keokuk Medica! College, is — at Colches- 
ter, in McDonough County. Two other mem- 
bers of the family have been attacked since 
the students’ illness was detected. It is un- 
fortunate that the college authorities and the 
Keokuk Board of Health allowed the students to 
scatter as they did, instead of holding them for 
observation during the incubation peried. At 
Cerro Gordo, Piatt County, there are five oases 
of varioloid in the Long family, two new cases 
in the Smith family, and a case at one of the 
botels, which bas been rigidly quarantined. At 
Irondale, Hyde Park, Cook County, there 
are two cases of confiuent smali-pox.
